BIPORTATION  OF  CITRUS  PLANTS  PROHIBITED 

Vizirial  Decree  of  May  22,  1951,  to  protect  the  citrus  plantings  of  Morocco 
frcm  certain  fungus,  bacterial,  or  virus  diseases,  particularly  Mai  secco 
(Peuterophoma  tracheiphila  Petri),  Tristeza  (quick  decline  or  graft  incon- 
pat  ib  ility ) • 

Art.  1.  The  importation  and  transit  into  the  French  Zone  of  the  Cherifien 

Empire  of  all  plants  and  parts  of  plants,  except  dried  leaves,  fruits,  and. 

seeds,  belonging  to  the  botanical  species  of  the  sub-family  Aurantioideae 
of  the  family  Rutaceae,  are  prohibited. 

Art.  2.  The  Director  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Forestry,  may  permit 
importations  of  such  citrus  plants  and  parts  thereof,  by  special  order, 
exclusively  for  botanical  specimens  in  a  limited  number. 

(NOTE:  Among  the  genera  included  in  the  sub- family  Aurantioideae  are  the 
follcvfing:  Aegle,  Aeglcpsis,  Atalantia,  Balsamocitrus,  Gitropsis,  Citrus, 
Clausena,  Eremocitrus,  Feronia,  Feroniella,  Fortunella,  Glycosmis,  Hesper- 
ethusa,  Luvunga,  Microcitrus,  Murraya,  Paramignya,  Poncirus,  Swinglea,  and 
Triphasia.) 
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
